Born in Bratislava (Czechoslovakia) 
in 1930, John Frank spent most of his 
childhood in war-torn Europe. His 
family migrated to Australia to set up 
a new home in 1949. 


Like so many migrants in the post-war 
years, young John had language difficulties 
that impaired his chances of doing what he 
liked most — joumalism. To overcome the 
problem he studied English at night. 

John then had to go through another period of 
Schooling to obtain a matriculation certificate. 

In 1956 his dream of entering the media was 
fulfilled. He became part of the ATN Channel 7 
team as a floor manager. His skills soon came 
to the fore and only six months after entering 
the TV industry he found himself directing 
shows. 

Since there were no specialised fields in 
those days he was involved in all spheres of TV 
work: news, religion, sport... etc. 

In May ’59 he was released by Channel 7 to 
join the affiliate Channel 9 in Brisbane as prod- 
uction manager. Seven years later he was still 
in Brisbane and still with Channel 9. 

In 1966 he decided to try his hand at some- 
thing new. He decided to go it alone and retur- 
ned to Sydney to become the Australian man- 
ager of the American Roller Games. Two years 
later he went to America to further his know- 
ledge of company affairs and was soon back in 
Sydney to start his own business. 

In addition to managing the American Roller 
Games in Australia, John was directing and 
producing TV programmes and commercials. 
He was co-promoting theatrical tours and even 
touched on soccer, getting involved in the first 
tour of Australia by Dynamo Moscow. 

“T read with interest about the plans to form 

‘a national soccer league,’’ he says. “I must 
admit that my knowledge of soccer was sparce 
but my experience in administration appeared 
to have satisfied the criteria for the job, so I 
applied. I felt it was a challenge.”’ 

The third year of the Philips League brought 
Some criticism from a number of prominent 
soccer men in the land. Some of it was directed 
at the Philips League manager, John Frank. 

Few have sought to explain or emphasise the 
view from the Philips League side of the fence 
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or, in this case, from its most prominent repre- 
sentative, John Frank. 

Did he ever get the feeling that the criticism 
was not warranted? 

“The rules of the competition are made to be 
adhered to and since some parts of our rule 
book appeared to have had holes in it — a few 
people took advantage of it,’’ said John. 

He was referring to a recent case of a sus- 
pended player who served his ‘‘sentence”’ by 
playing in a hastily organised friendly match 
during midweek. 

Since the rule book stipulated that suspen- 
Sion could be served in an official or friendly 
game a number of players sought to serve their 
“one week suspension’ in midweek friendlies. 

And there was little that John Frank could do 
about it. Recently he suggested that the rule be 
changed to avoid confusion and possible chaos 
(e.g. player being suspended for three com- 
petition matches, serving a sentence in one 
week). 

Since then the rule book has been altered. 
But about the time of the change, the affair of 
John Coyne surface, exposing the “‘hole” in the 
rule book to the public. John Frank was criti- 
cised left, right and centre and he freely admit- 
ted that he was ‘‘morally wrong”’. 

“I am in the decision-making seat and deal- 
ing with 14 clubs is not such an easy chore. 
You cannot always please everyone and since I 
am in the middle of it, the brunt of the attack 
by the displeased will be directed against me,”’ 
said John. 

Many people feel that the Philips League is 
becoming stronger and will become one of, if 
not the major League in Australia. What does 
John Frank think? 

“I saw the potential three years ago and I 
still see it. Much of the potential is yet to be 
realised and I am working with the Philips 
League committee to iron out a few problems 
that are standing in the way of this great game. 

“I'd also like to see that some of my work 
has helped soccer along the way. 

“Our everlasting problem of the acceptance

of soccer by a wide cross-section of the Aus- 
tralian sporting public is slowly but surely 
being solved. We have to fight the ‘‘battle of 
soccer’’ which countries like England, Hun- 
gary, Brazil or Argentina do not even have to 
think about. 

“To succeed, we must join forces — clubs, 
players, journalists and officials alike. Despite 
the differences that exist between our problem 
and those of other countries, we should learn 
from others. We should not ‘‘go it alone’ and 
attempt to create an individual Australian-type 
soccer establishment. 

“Not copy, but learn from others. Our own 
ideas should find their place and we must adapt 
to our needs of the systems already applied so 
successfully elsewhere.’’ 

These are just some of the ideas of our man 
at the top, the manager of the Philips Soccer 
League. He studied systems in Britain, West 
Germany and the U.S. and is convinced that 
some of the ideas should be borrowed from 
those systems. 

According to his analyses, the West German 
system should be used as the guideline as it 
offers the best possible solutions which our ad- 
ministration needs. 

Totally professional in its concept and execu- 
tion, the West German system offers a true 
guideline for our system, which is still semi- 
professional and in most cases, voluntary. 

I am sure that John has soccer and its 
success at heart. I am also convinced that the 
concepts and execution of many soccer 
systems in the world look so superbly carried 
out simply because of one reason — soccer has 
existed as a profesionally-run system there for 
many decades. 

Australia, on the other hand, has to over- 
come the popularity of Aussie Rules, Rugby 
League and other sports to get the nod from the 
public. 

The number of youngsters playing soccer in 
Australia is an encouraging sign. 

Soccer is certainly the most popular sport 
among youngsters and the day shouldn’t be far

off when the Sydney Sports Ground, or maybe 
Sydney Cricket Ground as well as Cricket 
Mecca, the Melbourne Cricket Ground, roars 
during a soccer game. 


A little patience and a little more co-oper- 
ation from the media as well as the soccer 
Public ani: we shall get there. 

John Frank has been criticised recently for 
some of the decisions made on behalf of the 
Philips Soccer League. Did anyone venture to 
find out just how many people are involved in 
decision-making within the walls of our Philips 
Soccer League hierarchy before the criticism 
was applied? 


I think most find it far easier to “‘bag’’ an 
individual and roast the man they think is re- 
sponsible. How much more sensible would it 
have been to suggest a solution rather than crit- 
icise a decision, how much more constructive 
would it have been for all of us to suggest some 
changes in the rule book (which we are sup- 
posed to know) long before the “‘accident” hap- 
pened? 

Well, I think that most clubs would have 
Stood to benefit from the loophole in the rule 
book, so they refused to do anything about it. 
When the rule happened to work against a 
Philips League side, the tables had turned and 
the whole thing turned sour. Everyone jumped 
on the bandwagon and ‘‘bagged”’ the decision to 
allow a player to serve a suspension during a 
mid-week friendly. 

How many people offered advice? 

Constructive criticism is always welcome 
and will help our game in the long run. To suc- 
ceed in our aim to lift this game and become 
the number one sport in Australia we need 
people with a lot of patience, people with great 
knowledge of soccer administration, people 
with professional attitudes and business-like 
ability to succeed. 

John Frank, the manager of the Philips 
Soccer League of Australia, is the man who 
would get my vote for having all these charac- 
teristics.

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Although the formation of the league this year brought hardly a 
murmur from southern circles and rarely gained the Press cov- 
erage in the Sunshine State that it deserved, ithas been the single 
most important development in Australian soccer since the 
Enllips league.

Because it is Australia’s only true State league in any code and 
if Queensland, without the resources of other States, can meet 
with success, who knows what is possible in the more affluent 
south? 
~ The Queensland Soccer Federation, with ageless president Bill 
Waddell and tireless secretary Alan Vessey at the helm, deserves 
unstinting praise for its efforts in establishing this visionary com- 
petition. 

Waddell, in an interview in Rockhampton before the start of 
State League, said the competition was the highlight of his 14 
years as QSF president, a period in which he has seen soccer in 
the State grow from ‘a boiled lolly to an old gold chocolate’. 

The 25,000 juniors registered in Queensland now have two goals 
at which to aim - the State and Philips Leagues,”” he said. 

And by providing these youngsters with tangible evidence that 
distance is no problem if they want to taste the best that Austral- 
ian soccer can offer, the QSF has done more for the development 
of the code than the importation of 10 Kevin Keegans could ever 
hope to achieve. 

The only major soccer playing areas of the State not covered by 
the league are Mt Isa, Toowoomba and Mackay. 

But only Mt Isa, by Australian standards, is out of range for a 
State League club. 

Townsville United goalkeeper Phil Figgins actually dis- 
regarded this when he travelled regularly from the mining city to 
Townsville in the early days of his State League career. 





Few critics could argue that the QSF’s bid to awaken Queens- 
land soccer has been unsuccessful. 

With that in mind it would be suicide if southern soccer admin- 
istrators refused to take note. 

The dream of a Philips League Second Division is a long way 
from becoming a reality and the formation of true State Leagues 
around the country is the best method of bridging the gap between 
Philips League and the top metropolitan competitions. 

And Queensland, despite an air fare and accommodation bill of 
around $120,000, has surely breathed life into thje prospect of sim- 
ilar proposals in other states. 


New South Wales, with Queanbeyan club Inter Monaro, and 
Victoria and South Australia with outlying capital city suburbs of 
Frankston and Elizabeth respectively, have made only token 
efforts to justify naming their top competition State League. 

And these States are considered the pacesetters in the impro- 
ving fortunes of Australian soccer. 

A suggestion and indeed a worthwhile one, is for adminis- 
trators from South Australia, NSW, Victoria and even Western 
Australia and Tasmania to hang the expense and make a visit to 
Queensland to confer with QSF officials and delegates from the 10 
State league clubs. 

The infectious enthusiasm of all concerned with the code in 
Queensland surely would rub off on southern officials and pave 
the way for the establishment of a true State League in every 
State of Australia. Soccer can be the only winner.

Australian youth inter- 
national Alan Davidson could 
be the centre of a massive 
player chase next season. 


Davidson, 19, has said he is 
unhappy with the state of affairs 
at South Melboume, and may 
consider leaving the club. 


Many players each season 
declare their intentions to 
find a new club but if David- 
son decides to quit Souths, 
he will be the most wanted 
man in Australia. 


Davidson, one of the brightest 
prospects in the country, is on a free 
transfer, and can move to another 
clubat will. 


Is there another Socceroo playing 
in the Philips League who is ona free 
transfer? I doubt it. 

For this reason, young Davidson 
will be chased by several clubs and 
bidding will be frantic if he decides 
to make a switch from South Mel- 
bourne. 

With transfer fees threatening to sky- 
rocket, a teenage international with 
proven PSL ability is worth his weight in 
gold. The obstacle of a hefty transfer fee 
is removed in Davidson's case, and many 
clubs will be quick to spot the bargain. 

Davidson joined South Melbourne at the 
start of this season from Victorian State 
League club Altona City for $1000 after a 
proposed deal with Footscray JUST fell 
through. 

South Melbourne's poor performances 
this season have a lot to do with his dis- 
satisfaction. 

It's a joke really,” said Alan. “I joined 
South Melbourne because I thought it 
would be a top team but this season has 
been a disaster for the club. 

“Fighting relegation is the last thing I 
thought I’d have to do at South Melbourne. 

No one enjoys playing in a Struggling 
team but this is my second season of re- 
legation worries. Last year Altona had to 
fight to avoid the big drop.” 

Many people rib Davidson about that, 
saying he's a jinx. 

But he laughs off such talk. “There are 
some Croatian supporters at work, plead-_ 
ing with me not to join Essendon.” 

Alan's dissatisfaction goes deeper than 
the team’s place on the ladder. 

“There’s been a bit of unrest in the 
team and this trouble has affected our per- 
formances,’” said Alan. ‘There are too 
many players who take the whole thing as 
a joke and don’t care what poes on. 

“Not enough players put in at training. I 
reckon to give 100 per cent at training is 
the only way, but some of the squad just 
don’t care.” 

Granting South Melbourne has prob- 
lems, what would have to happen before 
Davidson would decide to stay? 

“First, South Melbourne must stay in 
the Philips League,”’ said Alan. ‘I’m sure 
no player at South would want to play in 
the State League. 

“My own future will depend a lot on 
talks I have with Sam Papasavas (presi- 
dent of South Melbourne). We have to 
discuss terms. 

‘But most importantly, I want to wait 
and see how the team shapés up for next 
season. Rumour has it that some new 
young players will be joining the club, and 
some of the present squad will be leaving. 

“It’s a matter of wait and see.” 

Davidson is anxious to stay in the 
national limelight, and in the eye of Rudi 
Gutendorf. 

The major reason for Davidson's rapid 
rise from a State League unknown to a 
PSL regular was his involvement with the 
Australian Youth team. 

Under Gutendorf, Davidson toured New 
Zealand and later played in South Amer- 

ca. 

However, Alan has been missing from 
the many national trials and he fears he 
may have done his Socceroo chances 
harm. 

‘Earlier this season Rudi contacted me 
on Monday night and wanted me to fly out 
ona Tuesday for some trials,”’ said David- 
son. “But I had to say ‘no’ because it 
wouldn't have been fair to my employers.

They've been pretty good to me, but I 
don’t want to be taking time off too often. 
“Later I received a telegram from Rudi 
asking me to attend another trial. Unfor- 
tunately I was injured, and couldn’t go.” 


Gutendorf, its seems, isn't sympathetic 
to the problems faced by part-time profes- 
sionals. 

“After the second time I turned him 
down, he got upset. He asked: did I really 
want to play for Australia? Of course, I 
want to represent Australia but I can 
understand Rudi’s feelings. 

‘He doesn't tolerate mucking round and 
is deadly serious about soccer, He’s gota 
job to do and he wants his players to be 
professional as possible. 

“The fact that I didn’t go to any trials 
may go against me. But Rudi said that as 
long as I kept playing well, he would take 
me into consideration. 

Davidson is quietly confident that he 
will be included in the full Socceroo squad 
to tour Asia in November. 
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The advantage Davidson and all the 
other youth interntionals have is that 
they've worked with Rudi on tour before. 

*‘Rudi is a tough coach. Discipline is a 
big thing with him,” Alan said. ‘‘No-one is 
allowed to relax on tour. I suppose thisis a 
good thing but sometimes I thought we 
were controlied too much. 

‘We all found out how tough Rudi was 

during a training camp in Sydney. We 
played three full games in one day, and 
Rudi wanted 100% in every game. 
. ‘By the last game, everyone was half 
dead. I couldn’t move but still Rudi shou- 
ted at me to put more effort in. It was tor- 
ture but that sort of thing gets you fit and 
into the right frame of mind.” 

Davidson is not one to gripe about hard 
work. In fact, he revels in it. 

1 asked him if he was surprised by his 
rapid rise to fame and subsequent success. 

‘T look at it this way: you get out as 
much as you put in. I’ve done a Jot of hard 
work and that’s the reason I’ve pro- 
gressed,”’ he said. “But I wouldn't call it 
success,” 

A word on the ‘Roos’ Paraguay jaunt, 
which was as controversial as it was suc- 
cessful. 

“There was no way that tour was a 
flop,” said Alan. ‘‘There were a lot of 
things against us but adapting to the 
climate and conditions was the hardest. 

“I’m sure if the Paraguayan youth team 
came to play in Australia, having strange 
food, a different climate and an unfriendly 
crowd, we would get results. It would have 
been a far different story to what happen- 
ed in South America.” 

Alan said the Australian team that 
toured South America had the best players 
available. 

“I’m not saying that just because I was 
part of the team,’’ added Davidson. 
‘There was a tremendous amount of class 
in the side and this has been proved by the 
number of ex-youth players who are now 
in the Philips League.” 

To refresh memories, the Socceroos’

Lions thus completed a four- 
match unbeaten run, following 
drawn matches with big guns 
Brisbane City, Sydney City and 
Newcastle United. 

APIA did not really have 
anything to play for in this 
game as they are well out of 
the top four hunt, but they will 
play a lot worse than they did, 
and win, in the future. 

The original match was

The Sydney City team, 
known as the City Slickers, 
ave a particularly slick per- 
ormance in defeating New- 
castle KB United at Grahame 
Park, Gosford.

Newcastle KB United Soccer Ciub’s future in the Philips 
League has been jeopardised. 
This unexpected, and sorry, state of affairs, has been caused by a surprising 
and illogical decision by the Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation to reject KB 
United's application to field a team in the State League competition the Fed- 


eration will start next year. 


That competition will in- 
clude teams from Newcastle, 
South Maitland, New England 
and North Coast districts. 

The decision to reject KB 
United's application has 
caused considerable dis- 
satisfaction in Northern 
Soccer circles and may yet 
have sorry and worrying im- 
plications. 

KB United’s future could se- 
riously be threatened because 
of the inexplicable refusal to 
accept its team’s nomination. 

The club urgently needs 
some form of competition, 
apart from the Philips League, 
in which to field a team so that 
reserve members of its play- 
ing staff can play regularly to 
outfit them for immediate call 
to the Philips League side. 


The five teams from the 
Newcastle and South Maitland 
areas accepted for the Feder- 
ation’s competition are Edge- 
worth, winner of the Feder- 
ation’s premiership in each of 
the past two seasons, Belmont- 
Swansea, Wallsend, Stewarts 
and Lloyds and Weston. 

The teams from centres out- 
side Newcastle will be from 
Armidale, Tamworth, Coff’s 
Harbour and Grafton. 

The surprise inclusion is 
Stewarts and Lloyds Club 
which has a team in the Feder- 
ation’s third division com- 
petition. 

However, the club has out- 
standing facilities and, appar- 
ently, was able to convince the 
Northern Federation’s Board 
of Directors of its ability to 


build a team of the required 
standard and to gather ade- 
quate financial backing. 

The Cardiff Club, now a 
member of the Northern Fed- 
eration’s First Division, is an- 
other surprise omission. [tis a 
club with highly attractive 
plans for its future, some of 
which are already under way 
And it planned extensive 
changes had its application 
been successful. 

In its 14-page application for 
a place in the new com- 
petition, Cardiff Club stated 
that not only has it a regis- 
tered, licenced club, its own 
ground, an acceptable level of 
finance and plans in train for 
considerable expansion. 

It also controls more than 30 
junior teams and, as is well

Praise for 
Phillips 


Three players from the 
Northern NSW team which fin- 
ished third in the Combined 
High Schools* championship of 
Australia series recently, have 
been named in the national 
schools team. 

That side does not play ina 
match but there is consid- 
erable prestige associated in 
being named as one of its 
members. 

The three are Howard Tre- 
dinnick of Booragul High 
School, Gary Phillips of Coffs 
Harbour, and Brett Beves of 
Whitebridge 

Howard Tredinnick is a 
brother of Peter Tredinnick, 
the Australian Youth team 
player who is a member of KB 
United’s team. He is a son of 
Mr Alan Tredinnick, one of the 
best-known administrators in 
Northern Soccer. 

Dennis Ford, Queensland’s 
director of coaching, was 
much impressed by the ability 
and potential of Phillips, a 
midfield player of consid- 
erable skill. He is tipped to 
become, given the right oppor- 
tunities, an Australian team 
player. 

The Northern NSW team, 
which was defending the title, 
was heavily hit by a virus but 
its coach, Phil Murray, rejec- 
ted that as an excuse for the 
team finishing in only third 
place. He gave generous 
praise to the Victorian team 
which won the championship 
by defeating NSW, two goals to 
one, in the final. 

Murray said that the Victor- 
jan team was “‘all class’’ anda 
fine combination of out- 
standing young players. 
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known, has done a magnificent 
job in promoting the code in its 
district. It would not have any 
problems in fielding the three 
teams required by the North- 
erm Federation. 

Cardiff Club also has strong 
public support, and a highly 
capable coach, 

He is the former Everton 
player, Mike Trebilcock, who 
scored two of that team’s 
goals when it defeated Bolton 
Wanderers in an English Foot- 
ball Association Cup final ar 
Wembley. 

It is likely that the Cardiff 
Club will endeavour to have 
the Northern Federation 
review the position. It is 
certain to have the support ofa 
tumber of other disappointed 
clubs. 

However, it is the rejection 
of the KB United Club’s appli- 
cation which is causing the 
most criticism and concern — 
even anger in some quarters. 
This is heightened by the fact 
that Mr Don Jones, who is 
president of the Northern 
N.S.W. Soccer Federation and 
Mr David Williams, a member 
of his directorate, are also KB 
United directors and so are 
well acquainted with the club’s 
almost desperate need for a 
playing outlet of highly com- 
petitive strength for its play- 
ing staff. 

Criticism of Messrs Jones 
and Williams is unfair since it 
is not known which bids for in- 
clusion in the new competition 
they favoured or rejected. 

Mr Paul Trisley, KB 
United’s highly capable and 
energetic secretary, said he 
found it impossible to follow 
the Federation's decision or 
reasoning. 

‘We have not been given a 
reason as to why our appli- 
cation was not successful,"’ he 
said yesterday. ‘‘We should 
very much like to know those 
reasons. We were confident 
that our application would be 
little more than a formality 
for we have much to offer.” 

KB United's application 
pave complete details of its 
ground and facilities, its play- 
ing strength, team manage- 
ment, estimates of crowds, 
past promotions and their 
future potential and the 
strongly proven media relat- 


ionship and an undertaking to 
promote the team's inclusion 
in the Federation Smte League 
competition in the same 
manner as it does its highly 
successful membership of the 
Philips League. 

The International Sports 
Centre, where KB United 
plays its home matches, would 
have been available for State 
League fixtures so that the 
club's legion of supporters 
could have watched top 
matches at the ground each 
Saturday. 

Mr Trisley said that KB 
United’s future will be placed 
in the balance because of the 
shock decision since a back-up 
playing outlet is vital and 
becomes increasingly so each 
week. 

The club needs, almost ur- 
gently, that its playing staff 
has a second team able to play 
competitive soccer under the 
direction of the club’s man- 
aper-coach, Alan Vest, who 
would, naturally, follow pol- 
icies and tactics he adopts for 
the Philips League team. 

It is obvious that KB United 
must have the means to dupli- 
cate all positions in its team so 
that when a player in the top 
side has to be replaced it can 
be done without undue upset or 
delay. 


Support for this line or argu- 
ment easily is provided by the 
instance of lan Seddon’s injury 
and his prolonged absence 
from the team. 


Seddon suffered a severe 
achilles tendon injury during a 
match in the first round of the 
Philips League championship. 
The injury failed to respond to 
almost constant treatment and 
Seddon recently underwent 
surgery in a bid to regain full 
use of the leg. 


It took KB United some time 
te find a suitable replacement 
and to make team adjust- 
ments. During the delay the 
unsettled team lost five 
matches and surrendered the 
competition lead. Had a suit- 
able replacement, seasoned by 
competitive play and tailored 
for the position, been immedi- 
ately available from a ‘sha- 
dow’ team, the story might 
well be different.

Some call it a precaution, 
others cal] it arrogance. 

The hard line of the German 
Federation deprives the Bun- 
desliga (national league) of all 
the top-line coaches now 
active in other countries. Men 
like Ernst Happel, Helmut Se- 
nekowitsch, Rinus Michels and 
Miljan Miljanic could not geta 
coaching job in Germany 
unless they gained their 
German licence first. 

Herbert Widmayer, head of 
the Federation of German 
Football Teachers (BDF) 
spells it out: “It is a pre- 
caution, but it is a well-found- 
ed one. We have a clear con- 
cept of football and its teach- 
ing and our courses of instruc- 
tion lead the world. This is uni- 
versally recognised. Even 
England, whose system was 
previously regarded as the 
model, has switched over to 
our three-stage plan.” 

This three-stage plan com- 
prises a B-Licence for ama- 
teurs, A-licence for the highest 
amateur division and Football 
Teachers Licence for Bun- 
desliga and Second League. 
Foreigners who have a quall- 
fication from their own coun- 
try are automatically eligible 
to try for the A-Licence. This 
entails three weeks’ learning 
and an examination. 

The high standards set for 
the Football Teachers’ Li- 
cence result in only 25 people 
being qualified each year. 

Karl-Heinz Heddergott, who 
is responsible for the devel- 
opment of coaches in the 
German Football Federation, 
says: 

“It is not enough that one

bad idea to get all the members sctively 
involved. Think of the old but still valid 
words of advice; ‘twu heads ore better 
than one." 

Of course it’s the responsibility of the 
group organiser to collect the outlay 
money and fill out the entry forms, but 
each member of a syndicate could have 
his or her say when selecting the matches. 

Some punters may not have a lot of 
spare time, but if you could afford half an 
hour or so to get together, it could 
certainly pay dividends. 

Placing your faith in a set of numbers 
can also pay off, and if you definitely have 
no time to study the form, then what could 
be easier than filling out a Soccerpools 
multi entry form that can cover your bet 
for up to 20 weeks? 

I believe there are advantages and dis- 
advantages with multi entry betting, The 
immediate points that spring to mind are 
this: with multi entry betting there is 
always the chance that your match 
numbers could include the odd void game. 

In betting so far ahead, there is no way 
of knowing the form is and your match 
numbers could include some games that 
look decidedly in favor of the home sides. 

Looking at the situation from the other 
side, multi entry betting has its good 
points. The time saving is considerable, as 
you can place your bet and virtually forget 
about it for three to four months 

Your entry could easily pay you some 
good dividends, and when looking at the 
score draw matches that were involved, 
they might have been the sort of games 
that you would not have selected had you 
been studying the form. 

To study or not to study, the choice is 
yours. There’s one other tip I'd like to give 
the syndicate organiser: watch out for 
those void games. If you miss any an- 
nouncement on the radio or in the press, 
then ring one of the Soccerpools service 
numbers. 

My planned entry for this week uses 
certain games in system entry, and if 


these games turned out to be void matches 
— it would reduce the chance of success. 

Making a planned entry can allow for a 
margin of error in a variety of ways. My 
plan for this week allows a fair margin of 
error for a moderate stake. 

If you can find one score draw in two 
selections, and eight score draws in fif- 
teen matches, you will find yourself 
among the winners. 


If you would like to try my planned 
entry I have left a blank line in the 
diagram for your selections. If will in- 
volve six entries of system 11 and at 50 
cents each the investment is $3.00. Soccer- 
pools standard entry form has provision 
for six games of system 1] so you will only 
need to complete one form.

to have paid. 

“Naturally we would like to 
have Mimis, because he’s a 
great player,’’ said Anazakis, 
“but he wouldn't be available 
until April. His wife is ex- 
pecting a baby in March, and 
he will stay in Greece until 
then. 

“TY think Mimis accepts the
